also, seeing that trained cavalry can move 
with a rapidity impossible to infantry. Grad 
ually she is converting her whole military 
power into mounted forces; and she has been 
so earnest in perfecting her army that, with 
out counting her territorial reserves, she can 
already mobilise 2,483.000 men. This force, 
classed in two vast divisions, includes no less 
than 1,130 squadrons of cavalry—608 squad­ 
rons for tUe first and 522 for the second. 
Prussia at her greatest extremity could only 
oppose these 1,130 squadrons with 370 squad­ 
rons of German lioi-se. 
But Russia could still call out cavalry, and 
admirable cavalry, by the hundred thousand, 
from her steppes and her Asiatic provinces; 
all tbe hordes are ready to obey a signal and 
are being trained to use repeating rifles. It 
is believed by the writer referred to that, 
however large their military figures appear 
on paper, it would be all that Austria and 
Germany together could nut» do to oppose 
Russian infantry with an equal mass of in­ 
fantry, while they could not oppose the very 
first wave of Russian cavalry with more than 
half the number of western horsemen. 
If this view of the situation be trustworthy, 
the moment of a terrific struggle, upon which 
the v ery existence of western nationalit ies 
dep en ds, may not be very far off. But it is 
not imp ro bable that the foreign reviewer has 
u n derestimated German resources and given 
in su fficien t attention to 
the comparative 
lig htn ess of the Russian armament in 
p o in t 
o f o rdn an ce an d 
other weap o n s. At 
all ev en ts, 
tbe twin German p o wers ap p ear stro n g 
en o u g h to ho ld their o wn , u n less so me al­ 
lian ce sho u ld be made ag ain st them of a 
really ex trao rdin ary character. The resu lt 
o f cru shin g German p o wer by co mbin atio n , 
ho wev er, wo u ld assu redly resu lt in brin g in g 
all western Eu ro j>e u n der the feet o f the czar; 
an d Ru ssia's stro n g est ally mig ht be th» 1 first 
to k n o w cau se fo r rep en tan ce,—New Orlean s 
Times Demo crat.

Sy rup and molasses are both known a* 
treacle; a pio (of fruit) is a tart, a sugar bowl 
is a sugar basin, a stoop is a porch, ami an 
entry a hall; a pitcher is a jug, and a bureau 
a chest of drawers, a cane i* a walking stick, 
an overcoat a great coat, a cheek rein a 
bearing rein. 
Reins are never called line« , 
aud a coachman is never called the driver. 
Every store is a shop; a fruit store is a fruit­ 
erer’s, a hardware store is an Ironmonger’s, 
a dry goods store a draper’s or halierdasher’s, 
a drug store a chemist’*, and a vegetable 
store a green grocer’s.

Edibles—Cold Victuals. 
During an early ramble among tbe uptown 
hotels a reporter happened to have his atten­ 
tion attracted by a motley crowd of women 
and children with baskets on their arms and 
buckets in their hands standing a t tbe side 
entrance leading into the sculleries of a prom­ 
inent hotel in th© neighborhood of Madison 
square, and welting patiently for tbo door to 
open. 
Presently * man in white apron and 
cap allowed the crowd to file in, and after a 
little while they came out again with their 
baskets filled with a ll manner of victuals 
jumbled together in confusion. 
“ There are a great many people who get 
their provender a t the back doors of tbe 
principal hotels,” was the reply of the hotel 
steward in answer to a query from the re­ 
porter about the meaning of tbe scene. 
“ If y ou go to any of the hotels, say about 8 
o’clock in tbe morning, y ou will see a little 
group of people with baskets on tlieir arms 
waiting for broken victuals. 
Stewards gen­ 
erally charge twenty cents a basket for this 
sort of food, which otherwise would go into 
tbe garbage imrrel. 
Of course, fastidious 
people might turn up their nose« a t this sort 
of food, but it is mighty good eating.” 
Fully one half of tho guests who sit down 
a t the d in n er table in a fashionable hotel or 
restaurant do not cat all they order. 
The 
bill of fare may look so inviting that they 
will call for a great variety of dishes. 
When 
they are served they may take a nibble at 
this and a bite a t that, but that is all. 
Then 
as the tables are cleared all of these good 
remnants a ie saved for the purpose stated. 
Another hotel steward who was spoken to 
on this subject assured the reporter that he 
bad among his customer* some people who 
ere by no means in needy circumstances, and 
y et they send some of the fam ily regularly 
around for broken victuals. 
These people 
might be very properly called impecunious 
epicures, for they wa nt *11 of tbe good things 
of the table, but unfortunately are not able 
to pay for them first hand. 
There is * discrimination in the matter of 
broken victuals, too. The choicest bits from 
the table in tbe way of meats, pastry , pies 
and such fruit a* may have been handled are 
collected together, and they bring higher 
thou the damaged sort of edible* 
disposing of the stuff for*m oney 
consideration * deal of good is dons in a 
qu iet way .

A 8 hIp Load of Treasure. 
A practical result of the French inv asion 
of Anam reached Paris in the shape of a 
ma fis o f gold and silv er treasure captured at 
Hue. 
The whole amount is contained in 192 
box es of silv er and fourteen of gold. This 
rich cargo, which altogether weighs ov er 
60,000 pounds, and is v alued at $1,8 00,000, 
came ov er to France by steamer, being 
stowed in the bottom of the hold and cov ered 
ov er with 5W tons of merchandise. 
This was 
only a trifling part o f the precautions which 
had to be taken. 
Ev ery opening that could 
communicate with the hold was closed and 
sealed. The cargo was unloaded with the 
greatest care, and men with swords and load­ 
ed rev olv ers stood by till the last box was re­ 
mov ed. The treasure was then placed on a 
train and dispatched to the minister of 
finance at Paris —Foreign Letter.
